IN KANSAS emf. 


From the K arns) City Time*. 
Tbe recent arrest of a number of poor coal 
pickers in Weal Kansas City resulted in tbe 
dHcovery of the identity and tbe present borne 
of a once very popular actress, who made ber 
debut in, and for a season drove, Hie play-go­ 
ing public of London, wild over ber beauty 
and power of delineation. 
Mrs. Caroline 
Wbitliescy, or, as she wa3 better known, tbe 
Brighton Pearl,” appeared on the stage in 
Drury Lane about twenty-two years ago, and 
after a brilliant season of favor and popular­ 
ity, suddenly faded from the London stage, 
and for several years was lost to tbe public 
gaie. 
When next she appeared before tbe 
footlights It was as Mrs. Whittlesey, in tbe 
Theater Royal, Hull, Yorkshire. 
These brief outlines of Ibis woman's re­ 
markable history were given by herself to a 
neighbor, who bus by kindness and attention 
to the child of this gifted and eccentric wo­ 
m an—a little girl of thirteen years, who was 
caigbt by a railroad watchman a few days 
ago, In the act of filling her little basket with 
coal from the cars of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad—won her confidence. 
Mrs. Whit­ 
tlesey appeared in behalf of her child, and 
her calm and lady-like manner, and pale, 
care-worn face, were all the eloquence re­ 
quired to release the little girl from the watch­ 
man's grasp. 
This man, to lest the woman's 
words as to her poverty aud destitution, vi si­ 
ted her shanty, a rude, unpiastered hovel In 
tile bottoms near the railroad track. 
The 
contents of the borne of this once brilliant 
woman ure a vivid contrast to her palatial resi­ 
dence, furnished her while the mistress of the 
late Lord Denbigh. 
A clean but bumble bed, 
a few chairs, a table, a number of relics of 
tho stage, such as play-bilU, portraits, etc., 
and a sewing machine, comprise all her earth­ 
ly possessions. 
Although pinched by poverty, 
this woman preserves all the dignity of a 
Queen Elizabeth, a character,she has no doubt 
filled to perfection some day, long, long ago. 
She came to Kansas City about fire years ago, 
aud has lived here, since Hie death of her hus­ 
band in 1870, by her own exertions os a seam­ 
stress. 
She wears upon her finger a hand- 
I some ring with the Denbigh coat of arms en- 
; graved thereon. 
She says, when she left Hie 
I stage in 1863, she did so to become the wife 
of Lord Denbigh, with whom she went as bis 
wife to Geneva, and thence to Florence, 
| where they lived in retirement several months. 
I On his death her claims as hie wife were set 
I aside, and having neither money nor friend* 
| she abandoned ber claims and again returned 
to the stage, and for several years was a pop­ 
ular Provincial favorite in England, Australia, 
and Canada. 
While In England, in 1860, she 
married a young Englishman named Wbitlle- 
aey, with whom she lived many happy years 
in domestic quiet. 
She says she has been 
compelled to send her child to gather coal, to 
assist in eking out the scanty support won by 
ber needle. 
Among the curious mementoes of ber early 
life Mrs. Whitt Ieee* preserves nothing with 
auch a jealous care as a folio of play-biils giv­ 
ing her “ cast ” in playa for several years in 
Eof land, Aus ralia and Canada. 
This lady 
still retains some trace of that remarkable 
dash and beauty which made her tbe favo­ 
rite star of the London stage twenty year* 
ago.

T h e W o r l d O n c e I c e - B o u n d . 
Geologists are familiar with evidences of 
glacial action in some of the older rocks; and 
lf there bo any truth in tbe opinions so ably 
advocated by Mr. Croll, we should expect such 
evidences to occur. 
Mr. Cumming, so long 
as 1848, suggested the probable glacial origin 
of some of the Old Red Sandstone eonglome 
rates. 
Professor Ramsay bolds the same 
opinion, and has well proved the existence of 
glacial action in our latitudes during the Per­ 
mian period. 
Doubtful evidence of ice-action 
during the cretaceous period has long been 
before us, and there can be little doubt that 
glaciers existed over tbe regions now occupied 
by the Alps during miocene and earlier times. 
All these cases, however, ar* iD temperate re­ 
gions; the peculiarity of the discovery an­ 
nounced by Mr. Blandford is that tbe glacial 
action must have taken place over a large 
areas in what is now a tropical country. 
It is 
not possible, at present, to fit this supposed 
glacial period into our Western geological 
chronology; tbe great division of tbe forma­ 
tions into tertiary, secondary, and piaeozoic 
periods, which we adopt, and which for us 
have a definite meaning, are now known to be 
useless, and, iudeed, misleading, when applied 
to tbe formations of Asia. 
As oar knowledge 
increase, and as fresh areas of the earth’s sur­ 
face are thoroughly exploded, we must expect 
that our old lines of division will fade away, 
or rather, will retain only a local and not a 
general value. 
From this point of view tbe 
deep-sea explorations, now tieing carried on, 
possess an immense value. 
Already they have 
shown us that types of life till lately supposed 
to have been long extinct still survive. 
Geol­ 
ogists frequently reverse this process, and 
bring to light, in older rocks, forms hitherto 
only known lo existing seas or in the newer 
rocks.

F o r tu n e ’s W h e e l. 
a ONCE FAMOUS lonuon actress picking coal 
IN KANSAS CITY. 
From the K ansu City Times. 
The recent arrest of a number of poor coal- 
pickers in West Kansas City resulted in the 
discovery of the identity and the present borne 
of a ooce very popular actress, who made her 
debut in, and for a season drove, tbe plav-go- 
ing public of London, wild over her beauty 
and power of delineation. 
Mrs. Caroline 
Whittlesey, or, as she was better known, tbe 
'* Brighton Pearl,” appeared on the stage in 
Drury Lane about twenty-two years ago, and 
after a brilliant season of favor and popular­ 
ity, suddenly faded from the London stage, 
and for several years was lost to the public 
gaze. 
When next she appeared before tbe 
footlights it wa3 as Mrs. Whittlesey, in the 
Theater Royal, Hull, Yorkshire. 
These brief outlines of this woman’s re­ 
markable history were given by herself to a 
neighbor, who has by kindness and attention 
to the child of this gifted and eccentric wo­ 
man—a little girl of thirteen years, who was 
caaght by a railroad watchman a few days 
ago, in the act of filling her little basket with 
coal from the cars of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad—won her confidence. 
Mrs. Whit­ 
tlesey appeared in behalf of her child, and 
her calm and lady-like manner, and pale, 
care-worn face, were all the eloquence re­ 
quired to release the little girl from the watch­ 
man’s grasp. 
This man, to test the woman’s 
words as to her poverty and destitution, vi si­ 
ted her shanty, a rude, unplastered hovel in 
tae bottoms near tbe railroad track. 
The 
contents of the home of this once brilliant 
woman ure a vivid contrast to her palatial resi­ 
dence, furnished her while the mistress of the 
late Lord Denbigh. 
A clean but humble bed, 
a few chairs, a table, a number of relics of 
tho stage, such a3 piay-bills, portraits, etc., 
and a sewing machine, comprise all her earth­ 
ly possessions. 
Although pinched by poverty, 
this woman preserves all the dignity of a 
Queen Elizabeth, a character,she has no doubt 
filled to perfection some day, long, long ago. 
She came to Kansas City about five years ago, 
and has lived here, since the death of her hus­ 
band in 1870, by her own exertions as a seam­ 
stress. 
She wears upon her finger a hand­ 
some ring with the Denbigh coat of arms en­ 
graved thereon. 
She says, when she left the 
stage in 1853, she did so to become the wife 
of Lord Deubigh, with whom she went as bis 
wife to Geneva, and thence to Florence, 
where they lived in retirement several mouths. 
On his death her claims as his wife were set 
aside, and having neither money nor friends 
she abandoned her claims and again returned 
to tbe stage, and for several years was a pop­ 
ular Provincial favorite in England, Australia, 
and Canada. 
While in England, in 1860, she 
married a young Englishman named Whittle­ 
sey, with whom she lived many happy years 
in domestic quiet. 
She says she has been 
compelled to send her child to gather coal, to 
assist in eking out the scanty support won by 
her needle. 
Among the curious mementoes of her early 
life Mrs. Whittlesey preserves nothing with 
such a jealous care as a folio of piay-bills giv­ 
ing her “ cast ” in plays for several years in 
England, Aus:ralia and Canada. 
This lady 
still retains some trace of that remarkable 
dash and beauty which made her tbe favo­ 
rite star of the London stage twenty years 
ago. 


T o o S is te r ly b y H a l f . 
In a certain part of our couDty, says the 
Falmouth (K y.) Independent, there lives a 
family in which there are two brothers just 
entering in the prime of youthful manhood. 
A short distance from them—in fact, in tbe 
same neighborhood—there lives a family iu 
which there are two sisters both in the prime 
or maidenhood—both beautiful, 
fascinating 
and attractive. 
These youug people being 
near neighbors and coming in contact with 
each other often, almost naturally, it would 
seem, fell in love with each other—the eldest 
brother with one of the sisters and the young­ 
er with the other. 
All went smoothly for a 
time, and these young people enjoyed them­ 
selves and dreamed bright dreams of the fu­ 
ture, and, no doubt, in imagination construct­ 
ed fairy palaces of love and gardens that, like 
paradise, should only be filled with the beau­ 
tiful fruits and flowers of happiness and unal­ 
loyed enjoyment. Then, as a matter of course, 
the question of marrying arose, which must 
be referred to the parents of the young ladies 
for approval. 
The eldest one had no difficul­ 
ty In obtainiug their consent to bis marrying 
the young lady and the wedding day was fixed 
upon. 
Then the younger brother went to the 
parents and made known his attachment for 
the other sister and their mutual desire to 
“splice and travel the road of life together.” 
But the old foiks were decidedly opposed to 
having more than one of tbeir daughters mar­ 
ry into “that family,” and very plainly intima­ 
ted that he should desist from paying further 
attention to the young lady. 
But the young 
man was resolved that if his brother married 
one of the girls he would marry the other. So 
he went to the young “ lady of his love ” and 
told her the circumstances of the situation, 
and desired her, if she loved him, to prove it 
by running ofl with him. 
To this she agreed, 
and the night was fixed upon they should car­ 
ry out the mutual agreement. 
Tbe two young 
ladies resembled each other very much in 
looks, voice, etc., and by some strange freak, 
when the night of the elopement came tbe 
young man went to tbe appointed place of 
meetiüg, he found a woman there whom he 
thought was tbe right one, but she was not. 
Unconscious of this, however, he took her to 
the place where the marriage ceremony was 
to be performed before be found out that be 
wo9 with the wrong girl.

T h e W o r ld O n c e Ic e > B o u n d . 
Geologists are familiar with evidences of 
glacial action in some of the older rock s; and 
if there be any truth in tbe opinions so ably 
advocated by Mr. Croll, wc should expect such 
evideuces to occur. 
Mr. Cumming, so long 
as 1848, suggested the probable glacial origin 
of some of the Old Red Sandstone conglom e­ 
rates. 
Professor Ramsay holds the same 
opinion, and lias well proved the existence of 
glacial action in our latitudes during the Per­ 
mian period. 
Doubtful evidence of ice-action 
during the cretaceous period has long been 
before us, and there can be little doubt that 
glaciers existed over the regions now occupied 
by the Alps during miocene and earlier times. 
All these cases, however, are íd temperate re­ 
gions; the peculiarity of the discovery an­ 
nounced by Mr. Blandford is that the glacial 
action must have taken place over a large 
areas in what is now a tropical country. 
It is 
not possible, at present, to fit this supposed 
glacial period into our Western geological 
chronology; the great division of the forma­ 
tions into tertiary, secondary, and plaeozoic 
periods, which we adopt, and which for us 
have a definite meaning, are now known to be 
useless, and, iudeed, misleading, when applied 
to the formation’s of Asia. 
As our knowledge 
increase, and as fresh areas of the earth’s sur­ 
face are thoroughly exploded, we must expect 
that our old lines of division will fade away, 
or rather, will retain only a local and not a 
general value. 
From this point of view the 
deep-sea explorations, now being carried on, 
possess an immense value. 
Already they have 
shown us that types of life till lately supposed 
to have been long extinct still survive. 
Geol­ 
ogists frequently reverse this process, and 
bring to light, in older rocks, forms hitherto 
only known io existing seas or In tbe newer 
rocks.

The President’s Message. 


An E v e n tfu l T ea r. 
To the Senate and House oj Representatives: 
The year th a t has passed since the submis­ 
sion of my last m essage lo Congress has. espec­ 
ially during tho latter part of It, been an 
eventful one to the country. 
In the m idst of 
g reat national prosperity, a financial crisis has 
occurred th at has brought low fortunes of g i­ 
gantic proportions, political partizansbip bas 
alm ost ceased to exist, especially in the a g ri­ 
cultural regions, and, finally, the capture on 
the high seas of a vessel bearing our flag, 
has, for a tim e, threatened the m ost serious 
consequences, und bas ag itated the public 
mind from one end of the country to the other. 
But this, happily, now Is in the course of satis­ 
factory adjustm ent, honorable to both nations 
concerned. 


FRIENDLY RELATIONS WITH OTIIER POWERS 


The relations of the U nited States, however, 
w ith most of the other powers continue to be 
friendly and cordial. 
With France, Germ any, 
Russia, Italy and the m inor European powers, 
with Brazil and most of the Sooth A m erican 
republics, am t with Japan, nothing has oc­ 
curred during the year to dem and special no­ 
tice. 
Tile correi|M>adence between tho De­ 
partm ent of Stale and various diplom atic rep­ 
resentatives In or Jrom those countries is 
transm itted herewith. 


TUE VIENNA EXPOSITION. 


In executing Hie will of Congress as express­ 
ed in its joint resolution of the 14th of Febru­ 
ary last, and in accordance w ith the provls- 
ions of the resolution, a num ber of " p ra c ti­ 
cal artisan s," of "scientific m en,” and of 
'* honorary com m issioners,” were authorized 
to attend the exposition a t V ienna as commis­ 
sioners on the part of the U nited States, 
It 
Is believed that we have attained tho object 
which Congress had in view when it passed 
the Joint resolution, in order to enable the |h?o- 
pie of the United S lates to participate In the 
advantages of the International Exhibition of 
the products of agriculture, m anuf.tciu os and 
the tine arts, lo lie hold at Vienna. 
I take 
g reat pleasure In adding th at the American 
exhibitors have received a gratifying num ber 
of diplom as and of medals. 
D aring the Exposition a conference was held 
a t V ienna for the purpose of consultation on 
the system s prevailing In different countries 
for Hie perfection of inventions. 
I authorized 
a representative from the Putout Otllce to be 
present at V ienna ut the tim e when this c o n ­ 
ference was to take place, iii order lo aid as far 
as lie might in securing any possible addition­ 
al protection to Am erican inventors Iii Euroiie. 
The report of this agent will bo laid before 
Congress. 
CHINESE CONCESSIONS. 


It is my pleasant duty to announce to Con­ 
gress that the Em peror of C hina on attaining 
his m ajority received the diplom atic repre­ 
sentatives of the W estern powers in person. 
An account of these cerem onies and of the in­ 
teresting 
discussions which preceded them 
will ta* found lo the docum ents transm itted 
herew ith. 
The accom panying papers show th at some 
advance, although slight, bas I reoil m ade d u r­ 
ing the past ve.ir tow ards tie* suppression of 
the infamous Chinese coolie trade. 
I recom ­ 
m end Congress lo inquire w hether additional 
legislation be not needed on ibis subject. 


THE ALABAMA AWARD. 


The money aw arded to Hie United States 
by the tribunal of A rbitration at G eneva was 
paid by lier M ajesty's governm ent a few days 
in advance of the tim e when it 
would have 
become payable according to the term s of the 
treaty. 
In com pliance with the provisions of 
the act of March 3, 1873 it was a t once paid 
into the Treasury and used to redeem , so far 
as it m ight, the public debt of the United 
States, aud the am ount 90 redeem ed was in­ 
vested in a five per cent. registered bond of 
the United States fur $15,500,000, (which Is 
now held by the Secretary of Stat * subject to 
the future disposition of Congress. 
I renew mv recoinm ‘ixia!ion m ade a t the 
opening of Hie last session of Congress that a 
commission be created for the purpose of au­ 
diting and determ ining Hie am ounts of Hie 
several direct losses grow ing out of the de­ 
struction of res-els and their cargoes by the 
Alabam a, the Florida or Hie Shenandoah after 
leaving Meib hi rue. fo r which the m ff-rers 
im vc received no equivalent or coin|H?nsation, 
and of ascertaining the nam es of tho |>ersoiis 
entitled to receive com pensation for the radio, 
m aking tho com putations upon the basis in­ 
dicated by the tribunal of arbitration ut G ene­ 
va, and that Hie paym ent of such losses be 
authorized to an extent not to exceed lite 
aw ards cf the tribunal a t Geneva. 


TUE BOUNDARY QUESTION. 


By an act unproved on tho 14th day of 
February last C ongress m ade provision for 
com pleting jointly with an officer or com­ 
m issioner to be nam ed by her Britannic Majes­ 
ty tile determ ination of so much of the boun­ 
dary line between the 'errilory of Hie United 
States and the oosses-ious of G reat Britt in as 
was left uncom pleted I))* tho com m issioners 
appointed under the a ct of Congress ol August 
ll, 1856. 
U nder the provisions of this net Hie 
northw est 
w ater 
boundary of Hie United 
States has been determ ined and m arked in 
accordance with the aw ard of Hie E m peror of 
G erm any. 
A protocol aud a copy of Hie m ap 
U|km winch tho line was thus m arked are con­ 
tained In the patters nubm itied herewith. 
I also transm it a copy of the report of Hie 
com m issioner for m aking tho northern boun- 
dary 
between 
Hic 
United State* and the 
British possessions west of the Lake of the 
\Vnods and the operations of the commission 
d uring tile past reason. 
Surveys have lieen 
made lo a (mint 497 miles west of Hie Lake of 
the Woods, leaving about 350 m iles to be sur­ 
veyed, the field work of w hich can bo com ­ 
pleted during the next season. 


TUE MIXED COMMIS-IoN. 


The Mixed Commission organized under the 
proTOdon of the treaty of W ashington for g u ­ 
lling und determ ining the claim s of citizens 
of either pow er against the other arising out 
of acts com m itted against their |Kif»ons or 
property (luting the period between April IS, 
1861, and April 9. 1865, n u d e its final aw ard 
on the 251 Ii day of Sept last. 
It was aw arded 
th at the governm ent of the United S tates 
should pay to tile governm ent of lier B ritannic 
Muiesty within twelve m onths from the date 
of thu aw ard the sum of $1,029,819 iu gold. 
The Commission disallowed all other claim s 
of Britton subjects against the United States. 
The nniount of the claim s presented by Hie 
British G overnm ent but disallows I or dis­ 
missed Is understood to lie about $93,000,000 
It ais*) disallowed all the claim s of ciiizens of 
the United States against G reat Britain which 
were referred to it. 
I recom m end the early 
passage of un act uppropi iutm g the am ount 
necessary to pay this aw ard against the United 
States. 
I have caused to bo com m unicated to the 
governm ent of the King of Italy the thanks of 
this governm ent for Hie em inent services ren­ 
dered by Coom C oni as the third com m ission­ 
er on this commission with dignity, learning 
and im partiality. 
H e discharged duties re­ 
quiring great labor and constant p itlence, lo 
lite satisfaction, I believe, ol both govern­ 
ments. 
A NEW co l'BT OF CLAIMS. 


I recom m end legislation to create a special 
court to consist of three judges, who shall be 
emiKiwered to hear aud determ ine all claim s 
of aliens upon the United S tates arising out of 
acts com m itted against their persons or* prop­ 
erty daring the insurrection. 
The recent refer­ 
ence under the treaty ot W ashington wus con­ 
fined to claim s of British subjects arising dur­ 
ing the period named iu toe treaty, but 
it Is understood th at there are other British 
claim s of a sim ilar nature arising after the Sib 
of April, 1865, and it is known th at other 
claim s of a like nature are advanced by citi­ 
zens or subjects of o'Iter powers. 
It is desira­ 
ble to have these claim s also exam ined anil 
disposed of. 
TUE DUTCH WAR. 


Official inform ation being received from the 
Dutch governm ent of a atule of war between 
the K ing of the N etherlands and the Sultan of 
Acheen, the officers of the United S tates who 
were near the seat of the w ar were Instructed 
to observe an im partial neutrality. 
It is be­ 
lieved they have done so. 


THE MEXICAN COMMISSION. 


The joint commission under the convention 
with Mexico in 1868, having again been legal­ 
ly prolonged bas resum ed its business, which 
it is hoped may be brought to ait early con­ 
clusion. 
The dis inguished representative of 
ber Britannic Majesty a t W ashington bas tlndiv 
consented with approval of bls governm ent 
to assum e the arduous and resjionsiiile duties of 
um pire in tills com m ission; to leud the weight 
of bis,cbaracier and nam e to such decision as 
m ay not receive the acquiescence of both thu 


arbitrators ap p o in ted . pursuant to the a a 
thority of Congress lo exam ino toto tho nature 
and extent of tho foray by tho trespassers 
bom that country upon tho herds of T* xa« 
have m ade a re|K>rl, which will bo su b m itted 
for your consideration.

SUGGESTIONS REGARDING EXPATRIATION. 


I invite the earnest attention of Congress 
to the existing laws of the United States re­ 
specting expatriation aud lite election of na 
tionnlily by individuls.

been in the U nited States, have laid claim to 
our protection when tile lapse of m any years 
has mqiosod upon them the duty of m ilitary 
service to the ouly governm ent which had 
ever known them personally. 
Until the rear 
1868 it was left em barrassed, by conflicting 
opinions of courts aud ol jurists, to determ ine 
how far the doctrine of |K*rpetual allegiance, 
derived Irom our former colonial relations 
with G reat Britain, was applicable to A mer! 
can citizens. 
C ongress then wisely swept 
these doubts away by enacting that uny dec 
{aration, instruction, opinion, order or de­ 
cision of any officer of this governm ent which 
denies, 
restricts, im pairs or questions Hie 
right of expatriation is inconsistent w ith the 
fundam ental principles of this governm ent 
But Congress did not Indicate iii that statute, 
nor has it since done so, what acts are 
lo Le deem ed to work expatriation. 
For

own 
guidance 
in 
determ inin 
such questions 
required, under 
the pro­ 
visions of the constitution, the opinion In 
w riting of the principal officer in each of the 
executive departm ents u|H>n certain questions 
relating to this subject. 
The result satisfied 
me that lur,her legislation has becom e neces­ 
sary. 
I therefore com m end the subject to the 
careful consideration of Congress. 
I transm it 
herewith copies of the several opinions of the 
principal officers of the executive departm ents, 
together with other correspondence and prom ­ 
inent inform ation on the subject. 
The to ite d 
Slates, who led the way in the overthrow of 
the feudal doctrine of perpetual allegiance, a re 
am ong the last to iudicaie how the their own 
citizens may elect another nationality. 
Toe 
papers subm itted herew ith indicate what is 
necessary to place us on a p ar w ith other 
leading 
nations 
in 
liberality 
of 
legisla­ 
tion 
on 
this 
international 
question. 
We 
have already in our treaties assented to the 
principles which would need to be embodied 
in laws intended to accomplish such results, 
We have agreed th at citizens of the United 
States may cease to be citizens am i may vol­ 
untarily render allegiance to other plowers 
We have agreed th a t residence in a foreign 
land without intent to return shall of Itself 
work expatriation. 
We have agreed in some 
instances upon the length of tim e necessary 
for •urb Intent. 
I invite Congee-* to m ark 
o at and define when and how expatriation can 
be accom plished; to regulate by law the eon 
Aition of A m erican women m arrying foreign­ 
e rs; to fix the status of children born In a 
foreign country of Am erican parents, residing 
m ore or less perm anently abroad, and to make 
rules for determ ining such other kindred ;>oiiit* 
as may i«*ein best lo Congress. 


RECOGNISING TUE STANISH REPUBLIC 


In com pliance with the request of Congress 
I transm itted to oar M inuter at Madrid, Wit ti 
instructions to present It to the Spanish gov­ 
ernm ent, tb e jo lu l resolution approved od the 
3d of March last, tendering to the people of 
Spain, in the nam e und on the behalf of the 
American people, the coigratulationfc of Con­ 
gress open the efforts to consolidate in Spain 
the principles of universal liberty in a repub­ 
lican form of governm ent 
The existence of 
this new republic was inaugurated by striking 
the fetters from the slaves in Porto Rico. This 
lM*neflcent m easure was followed by the re­ 
lease of several thousand persons illegally held 
as slaves in Cuba. 
Next the C aptain G eneral 
of (lie colony was deprived of the power to set 
asale the orders of his superiors at Madrid, 
which had |>ertuit>ed to the office since 1825. 
The sequestered estates of A m erican citizens, 
which had been the cause of long and frequent 
corres|K)n*lence, were ordered to be restored 
lo their owners. 
All these liberal ste;>s were 
taken in the face of violent opposition directed 
by the revolutionary slaveholders of H avana, 
who are vainly striving to stay the m arch of 
ideas which has term inated slavery in chris­ 
tendom , Cuba only excepted. 


Af f a ir s in c u b a . 


U nhappily, however, this baneful influence 
has thus far succeeded in defeating the efforts 
of ail liberal-m inded men in Spam to abolish 
slavery in Cuba and in preventing the prom ­ 
ised reform in th at islam). 
The struggle for 
political suprem acy continues. The pro-slavery 
und aristocratic party in Cuba is-gradually 
arraying Itself in more open hostility and defi­ 
ance to the home governm ent, while it still 
m aintains a political connection with the 
republic on 
the peninsula, and although 
usurping 
a n i 
defying 
the 
authority 
of 
the 
home governm ent w henever such 
usurpation 
or defiance tends 
In 
the di­ 
rection of oppression or of 
the m ainten­ 
ance of abuses, it is still a power in Madrid 
and recognised by the governm ent. 
Thus an 
clem ent more dangerous to continued colonial 
relations between Cuba and Spain than that 
which inspired the insurrection at Y ura—an 
elem ent opimeed to g ran tin g any relief from 
misr.de aud abuse with no aspirations after 
freedom, com m anding no sym pathy in gener­ 
ous breasts, aim ing to riv e t’still stronger the 
shackles of slavery and oppression—has seized 
many of the emblems of power in Cuba und 
under professions of loyalty to the m other 
country Is exhausting the resources of the 
Island and is doing acts w hich are a t variance 
with those principles of justice, of liberality 
and of right which give nobility of character 
to a republic. 
In the interests of hum anity, of civilization 
and of progress it is to be hoped that this evil 
influence m ay be soon averted. 


THE CASE OF THE VIBGINICS. 


The steamer V irginius was on the 26th day 
of September, 1870, duly registered at the 
;»ort of New York a3 a part of the com m ercial 
m arine of the United Stales. 
On the 4th of 
October, 1870, having received-the certificate 
of her register la the usual legal form, she 
sailed from the port of New York and has not 
since been in the territorial jurisdiction of the 
fa ile d 
Slates. 
On the 
31st day of Oc­ 
tober 
last, 
while 
sailing

on 
th e 
high 
seas, 
she 
was forcibly 
seized 
lly 
the S paniel gunboat Tornado und was c a r­ 
ried into the port of Santiago de Cuba, where 
many of her passengers were inhum anly and, 
so ,far u t least as related to tho.se who were 
citizens of the United Stales, were Without 
due process of law put to death. 
Ii is a well 
established principle, asserted by the United 
S tates from the beginning of their national 
ndependenee, recognized by G reat Britain 
and other m aritim e powers and stated by the 
Senate Id a resolution passed unanim ously on 
the 16th of June, 1858, th a t A m erican ves­ 
sels on the high seas In tim e of peace, 
bear­ 
ing the A m erican flag, rem ain under the ju ­ 
risdiction of th e country to which they be­ 
long, and therefore any visitation, m olesta­ 
tion or destruction of such vessel by force, or 
by the exhibition of force, ou the p a rt of a 
foreign power, Is In derogation of the sove- * 
reignty of 
the United States. 
In accord­ 
ance w ith this principle, the restoration of 
the V irgluius and the surrender of the survi­ 
vors of her passengers and crew and u due 
reparation to the flag and the punishm ent o f 
the authorities who had been guilty of the Il­ 
legal acts of violence were dem anded. 
The 
Spanish governm ent has recognized the ju s­ 
tice of the dem and and has arranged for the 
im m ediate delivery of the vessel and for the 
surrender of the survivors of the passengers 
und crew and for a safhte to the flag and for 
proceedings looking to the punishm ent of 
tho«e who may be proved to have been guilty 
rtf Illegal acts of violence tow ard citizens of 
the United States, and also toward Indemnify­ 
ing those who may be shown to be entitled to 
indem nity. 
A copy of a protocol of a confer­ 
ence between the Secretary of S tate and the 
Spanish Minister, in which tho term s of this 
arrangem ent were agreed to, will be trans­ 
m itted herewith. 
The correspondence on this 
subject with tho legation of the United States 
is in cypher and by cable and needs the verifi­ 
cation of the actual text of the correspondence. 
It has seemed to mc to bo due to the im port­ 
ance of the case not to subm it this corres­ 
pondence until the accurate text can be re­ 
ceived by mail. 
It is expected shortly and 
will be subm itted when receive*!. 
In taking leave of this subject for the pres­ 
ent I wish to renew the expression of ray con­ 
viction th at the existence of African slavery 
in Cuba Is a principal cause or the lam entable 
condition of the island. 
I do not doubt th at 
Congress shares with me the hope that it will 
soon be m ade to disappear uud that peace 
and prosperity may follow its abolition. 
The 
em bargoing 
of American est des in Cuba, 
cruelty to American citizens detected in no 
act of hostility to the Spanish governm ent, 
the m urdering of prisoners taken with arm s in 
their hands and finally the capture upon the 
high scag of a vessel sailing under the United 
States flag and hearing a United S tates regis­ 
try has culm inated in an outburst of indigna­ 
tion th at lins seemed for a time to threaten 
war. 
Fending negotiations tietwoen tho U nited 
S tales and the governm ent of Spain on the 
subject of this capture, I Lave authorized the 
Secretary of the Navy to put our navy on a 
w ar fooling to Hie extent at least of the en­ 
tire annual appropriation for th at branch of 
the service, trusting to Congress and die pub­ 
lic opinion of the A m erican people to justify 
my action. 


PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 


Assum ing from the action of the last Con­ 
gress in upi>oinling the Com m ittee on Privi­ 
leges and Meenon.* lo prepare arid report to 
this Congress a constiiutioii.il am endm ent to 
provide a belter m ethod of electing the Presi­ 
dent and Vice President of the United States 
and ulso from the n e ce ssity of such am end­ 
m ent th at there will be subm itted to the state 
legislatures for ratification such an improve­ 
m ent In our constitution, I suggest two others 
for your consideration: 
First, to authorize 
the executive to approve of so much of any 
m easures passing the tw o houses of Congress 
as his judgm ent m ay dictate without Iii* 
approving the whole of it, the disapproved 
|K)rtion or portions to be subjected lo the 
sam e rules as now, to-wit, to i e referred la c k 
to the house in which Ute m easure or m eas­ 
ures originated and if passed bv a tw o-thirds 
vote of the two houses then to becom e a law 
without the approval of the President. 
I 
would add to this a provision th at there should 
be no legislation by Congress during the last 
twenty-four hours of its sitting except upon 
vetoes, in order to give the executive an opi»or- 
tunily to exam ine and approve or disapprove 
bills understandingly. 
Second, to provide by 
am endm ent th at when an ex tra session cif 
Congress is convened by executive proclam a­ 
tion legislation during the continuance of such 
extra session shall be confined to such subjects 
as the executive m ay bring before it from tim e 
to tim e in w riting. 
The advantages to be 
•rained by these two am endm ents are obvious. 
One session in each year it provided for by the 
Constitution iii which there are no restrictions 
a i to the subject* of legislation by Congress; 
if more is required it is alw ays in the power 
of C ongress tim ing their teriii of office to pro­ 
vide for sessions a t any time. 
The fir*t of 
these am endm ents would protect the pub ic 
against the m any abuses and w astes of public 
moneys which creep into appropriation bills 
und other im portant measure* passing during 
the expiring hours of Congress, lo which oth­ 
erwise due consideration cannot be given. 


H IE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Tile receipt* of the governm ent from all 
sources for the lust fiscal year were $333,738,- 
204 and expenditure* on all accounts $290,- 
315,245, thus showing aa excess of receipts 
over expenditures of $43,392.95 *. 
But it is 
not probable th a t this favorable exhibit will 
be shown for the present fiscal y ear; 
indeed 
it is very doubtful whether, except with great 
economy on the part of Congress iii m aking 
a p p r o p r ia te s and the sam e econom y in a d ­ 
m inistering the various departm ent* of the 
governm ent, the 
revenues 
will 
not 
fall 
short of m eeting actual expenses, including 
interest on Hie public debt. 
I commend to. 
Congress sucli economy, and point out two 
sources where it seem s’to me it m ight com ­ 
mence, to wit., in the appropriation* for pub­ 
lic buildings in many cities w here work has 
not com m enced; iu Hie appropriations for

To bold What we have and 
to apprecin’e our currency to th at eiandard Is 
a problem deserving of the m oil serious con­ 
sideration of C ingress. 
The experience of the present panic has 
proven that the currency of the country,based, 
as it is, upon the credit of the country, Is the 
best th at has ever been devised. 
Usually in 
tim es of such trials currency has 
become 
worthless or so mach depreciated In value u3 
to inflate the value of all th e neeoararies of 
life as com pared w ith the currency. 
Every­ 
one holding It ha3 been noxious to dispose of 
it on any term s. 
Now we w itness the reverse. 
Holders of currency hoard 11 us they did gold 
in former experiences of a like nature. 
It is patent to Hie m ost casual observer th a t 
much more currency or m oney is required to 
transact the legitim ate trad e of the coun ry 
d u r n ; the fall and w lnt?r tr.oohs, when the 
vast crops are being rem oved, than during the 
• R anee of tho year. 
W ith our present system 
the am ount in the country rem ains toe sam e 
tnrougliout the entire year, resulting in an 
accum ulation of all the surplus capital of the 
country in a few centres when not employed 
for the m oving of crops, temp* et! there by oilers 
of interest ou call loans, interest bein^ paid. 
This surplus capital m ust earn this interest 
with a profit; being subject to call it cannot 
be loaned, only p art at best, to the m erchant 
or m anufacturer for a fixed term . 
Hence, no 
m atter how much currency there m ight be io 
the country, it would be absorbed, prices 
keeping pace with the volume, and panics, 
stringency aud disaster would ever Im? recur­ 
ring with the autum n. 
Elasticity in our monetary system, th ere­ 
fore, is the object to be attained first, und next 
to that, so far as possible, a prevention of tho 
use of other people’s money and stock and 
other species of speculation. 
To prevent the 
latter it seems to me th a t oDe g reat step 
would be taken by prohibiting tho national 
banks from paying interest on deposits, by re­ 
quiring them to hold their reserves in their 
own vaults aud by forcing them into resum p­ 
tion, though it would be only in legal tender 
notes. 
For this purpose I would su g g est the 
establishm ent of clearing houses for your con­ 
sideration. 
To secure the form er m any plans 
have beau suggested, m ost if not all of which 
look to me more like inflation,on the one hand, 
or comiwOlog the governm ent, on the other, 
to pay interest w ithout corresponding benefits 
upon the surplus funds of the country during 
the seasons when otherw ise employed. 
I would subm it for your 
consideration 
w hether this difficulty m ight not be overcome 
by authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to issue at any tim e to national hanks atty 
am ount of their notes below a fixed percent­ 
age of their issue, say about forty per cent., 
upon the banks depositing with the T reasurer 
of the United States an am ount of govern­ 
m ent bonds equal to the am ount of notes de­ 
m anded; the banks to forfeit lo the govern­ 
m ent, *ay four per cent, of the interest ac­ 
cruing on the bonds so pledged during the 
lime they rem ain with tho T reasurer as secu­ 
rity for the increased circulation; the bonds 
go pledged lo be redeem able by the banks ut 
their pleasure, either in whole or iii part, by 
returning their own bills for cancellation to 
an am ount equal to lite face of the bonds 
w ithdrawn. 
I would further suggest for your considera­ 
tion the propriety of authorizing national 
banks to dim inish their standing issue at 
pleasure, by returning for cancellation their 
ow n bills aud w ithdraw ing as m any United 
States lionds as are pledged for the bills re­ 
turned. 
In view of lite great actual contraction Hint 
bas taken place iii the currency an I the com­ 
parative contraction continuously goiog on, 
due lo the increase of im putation, Increase of 
m anufactures and a'l the industries, I do not 
believe that there is too much of it now for 
Hie dullest period of the year. 
Indeed if 
Clearing house* should be established, thus 
forcing redem ption, it is a question for your 
consideration w hether banking should uot tie 
m ade free, retaining all safeguards now re­ 
quired to secure Gill holders iii uny modifica­ 
tion of the |>rcsent laws regulating national 
banks. 
As a further step tow ard preparing 
for the 
resum ption 
of 
specie paym ents 
I 
invito 
your 
at* out Iou 
to 
a considera­ 
tion 
of 
the 
propriety 
of 
exacting 
from them the retention as a p a rt of their re­ 
serve either the whole or part of the gold in­ 
terest accruing ii!>on the bond * pledged as se­ 
curity for their issue. 
I have not reflected 
enough on the bearing this m ight have in 
producing a scarcity of coin with which to 
pay duties on im oorts to give it my positive 
recom m endation, but attention is invited to 
the subject. 
During the last four years the currency has 
l*een contracted directly by the withdraw al of 
3 lier cent. certificates, com pound Interest 
notes and seven-thirty boud* outstanding on 
the fourth of March 1869, all of which took 
the place of legal tender* in Hie hank reserve* 
to the extent of $63,000,000. 
D uring the 
saute |>orioil there ba* been ti mach larger 
com parative contraction of the currency. The 
population 
of the country has largely lu­ 
cre s-ed; m ore than 25.000 miles of railroad 
have been built, requiring toe active use of 
capital to ojierate th e m ; millions of a c o s of 
land 
have |b*N?n 
opened 
lo 
cultiva­ 
tion, 
requiring 
capital 
to 
move 
the 
product*; m anufactories have m uitiiilied be­ 
yond all precedent iii the saute |8*nod Of time, 
requiring capital weekly for the paym ent of 
w ages and for the purchase of m aterial, and 
probably the largest of all com parative con­ 
traction arises from the organizing of free 
labor in the south. 
Now every lutw rer there 
receives bis wages, and for w ant of savings 
banks tin* greater part of such wages Is car­ 
ried in Hie (wcket or boarded until required 
for use. 
These suggestions are throw n out for your 
consideration w ithout any recom m endation 
that they shall be adopted literally*.but hoping 
th at the best m ethod may be arrived a t to se­ 
cure such an elasticity of the currency as will 
keep employed al! the industries of the coun­ 
try uud prevent such att inflation us will put 
od indefinitely the resum ption of specie pay­ 
m ents, an object so devoutly to In* wished for 


atten tio n to the states south of us offprint; a 
fl :ld wbero much m ight be accom plished to 
further this object. 
I suggest tau t a sm all ap ­ 
propriation be made, accom panied with au ­ 
th o rly for the Secretary of the Navy to lit out 
a naval vessel to nsceud Hip Am azon River to 
the m outh of the M adeira, thence to explore 
th a t river anil its tributaries into Bolivia, and 
report to C ongress a t its next session or as 
soon as practicable the accessibility of the 
coautry by w ater, its resources and the pop 
ulation so reached. 
Such an expedjtiou will 
cost bu t little; It can do no harm and m ay re 
suit In establishing a trad e of value to both 
nations. 
In farther connection with the Treasury 
D e p artm e n t! would reocom m end a revision 
and codification of the tariff laws and the 
opening of more m iuts for coining money, 
w ith authority to com for such 
n a ib n s ss 
m ay apply. 


WAR DEPARTM ENT. 


RECOMMENDATIONS REGARDING THE ARMY. 


The attention of C ongress is invited to th e 
recom m endations contained in the report of 
the Secretary of W ar herew ith accom panying. 
The apparent g reat co9t of supporting the 
arm y is fully explained by this report and I hope 
will receive your attention. While inviting your 
general attention to all the recom m endations 
m ade by the Secretary of W ar, there are tw o 
which I would especially invite you to con­ 
sid er: 
First, the im portance of preparing U r 
w ar in tim e of peace by providing proper 
arm am ent for our sea-coast defences. 
P roper 
arm am ent is of vastly m ore im portance than 
fortifications. 
The latter can be supplied very 
speedily for tem|>ororiV purposes when needed; 
the form er cannot. 
Tho second is the neces­ 
sity of the re-opening of prom otion on the stall 
corps of the arm y. 
Particularly is this ne­ 
cessity felt in the Medical. Pay and O rdnance 
D epartm ents. 
At Ibis lim e ll is necessary to 
em ploy contract surgeons to supply the neces­ 
sary m edical attendance required by Hie arm y. 
W ith the present force of tho Pay D epartm ent 
it is now difficult to m ake the pay m ents to 
troops provided for by law. 
L ong delays in 
paym ents are productive of desertions and 
other dem oralization, and the law prohibits 
the paym ent of m o p s bv other than regular 
arm y Paym asters. 
There are now sixteen va­ 
cancies in the O rdnance D epartm ent, thus leav­ 
ing that branch of the service w ithout sufficient 
oflScers lo conduct the business of tho diflerent 
arsenals on a larger S e a le if ever required. 


NAVY DEPARTMENT. 


CONDITION OF m E NAVY. 


D uring Hie past year our navy has been de­ 
pleted by the sale of some vessels no longer 
Ut for naval service and by the condem nation 
of others not yet disposed of. 
This, however, 
has been more than com ixnisale I for by the 
repair of six of the old wooden ship* und by 
the building of the eight new sloops-of-war 
authorized by the last Congress. 
The build­ 
ing of these latter has occurred at a doubly for­ 
tun ate time. 
They are about being com pleted 
at a lim o when they may possibly be much 
needed and the work upon them has not 
only 
given 
direct em ploym ent to thou­ 
sands 
of 
men, 
but 
has 
no 
doubt 
been 
tho 
rn* ans 
of 
keeping 
open 
establishm ents for oilier work at a tim e of 
groat financial distress. Since the com m ence­ 
m ent of the last m onth, however, the distress­ 
ing occurrences which have taken place in 
the w aters of the Curribean Sea, alm ost on 
our very seaboard, while they illustrate most 
forcibly the necessity th a t a uation situated 
like ours should always m aintain in a state 
of |K>6sihle efficiency u navy adequate to its 
responsibilities, has at the santa tim e de­ 
m a n d 'd th a t all the effective force we really 
have shall be put in im m ediate readiness for 
I 
w arlike service. 
This has been and is !»eing I 
done prom ptly and effectively, and I am as­ 
sured th at all the available ships aud every 
a u lhorized m an-of-war of the A m erican navy- 
wili Ira ready for w hatever action is required 
for the safety of our citizens or the eiainte- I 
nance of our honor. 
This of course will re­ 
quire the expenditure in a short lim e of some 
of the appropriations which were calculated 
to extend through to the fiscal year, but Con­ 
gress will, I doubt not, understand aud ap­ 
preciate the em ergency and will provide ade­ 
quately, not only for the present preparation, 
but tor the future m aintenance of our naval 
force. 
Tm* Secretary of lite Navy has, 
during the 
past year, been quietly putting; some of our 
m ost eductive monitor* in condition for ser­ 
vice, and thu* the exigency finds us in u much 
better condition for work than we could pos­ 
sibly have lK*en w ithout hi* action. 


TU E TOST OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 


POSTAL REVENUES AND EXPENSES. 


A com plete exhibit is presented in the ac­ 
com panying report of the Postm aster G eneral 
of Hie operations of the Post office D epart­ 
m ent during the year. 
The ordinary |>o*ln! 
revenues for 
the 
fiscal year 
ended June 
30, 
1873, 
am ounted 
to 
$22,996,741 
and 
the 
expenditures 
of

kind* 
to 
$29,084,945. 
The increase of revenue* over 
1872 were $1,081,315 and the increase ol ex­ 
penditures $2,426,753. 
Ind*‘|M‘ni)ent of the 
pay m ents from special ajipropt iut ooh for mail 
steam ship lines the am ount draw n from the 
general treasury lo meet deficiencies was 
$5,265,475. 
The constant anil rapid exten­ 
sion of our postal service, particularly upon 
railw ays, aud the im proved facilities for (be 
collection, transm ission, distribution and de­ 
livery of the mails which ure constantly tieing 
provided account for the increased exj>en*ii- 
tures of this popular branch of the public 
service.

now so easily alarm ed as to m onetary m atters 
th a t the m ere filing of a petition in bankrupt­ 
cy by an unfriendly creditorw ill unnecessarily 
em barrass and oftentim es accom plish the fl’- 
nanciul rain of u responsible business man. 
Those who 
otherw ise 
m ight m ake lawfol 
and ju st arrangem ents to relieve tbemselvi s 
from difficulties produced by the

by the decisions und there have been few or no 
jary trials since the last session of Congre*s. 
Property is left w ithout protection by the 
courts aud crim es go unpunished. 
To pre­ 
vent anarchy there, it is absolutely necessary 
th at Congress provide the courts with some 
mode of obtaining jurore, and I recom m end 
legislation to tb u t end, and also th at the pro­ 
bate courts of the territory now assum ing to 
issue w rits of injunction and habeas corpus 
and lo try crim inal case* and questions as to 
land titles be denied all Jurisdiction not pos­ 
sessed ordinarily by coart* of that description.

discharged and possibly punished, yet the 
same causes continually produce like results 
through the agency of other men. 
It is an 
open question as lo how far human skill and 
foresight are able to decrease a certain aver­ 
age of casualties, which runs like a fatalistic 
line through every department of our life and 
labor. Of course we do not take the position 
th it the substitution of ropes for chaiu3 for 
ex imple in the rudder-gearing of a ship would 
not manifestly multiply her chauces of being 
disabled or lost within a given time; but bow 
far after having done all we can for safety we 
arc in danger from sources bejoml anticipa­ 
tion or control. 
Had the experienced aud 
watchful eye of Captain Surmout not been 
closed in sleep after the fatigue of four or five 
days in the fog the end might have been dif­ 
ferent. 
Who, however, could remotely guess 
at there being a connexion between a dissipat­ 
ed fog and a subsequent collision ? 
The wou- 
der is after all that so many vessels come to 
port. 
If people only kuew what perils at sea 
they just escape even on the most successful 
voyages few would feel like going down to the 
deep again. 
Meanwhile if any additional pre­ 
cautions can be suggested which shall help to 
ward oil marine disasters so awfully as this no 
time slioul 1 be lost in taking advantage of 
them.

relieved to find they were mistaken. 
—The firm of Palen & Co.,lately failed, were 
private bankers for many of the country peo­ 
ple round about, and in consequence the latter 
lose largely. 
—A Ureeubu3b boy got ou the Hudson 
River cars Tuesday with no money, but with 
two roosters. 
He offered them in payment 
for his fare to New York, and they were ac­ 
cepted. 
—The county of Orange claims$11,000 from 
tbe city and town of Newburgh for the board 
and clothing of insane and idiotic persons in 
diflerent state institutions.

The President's Message. 


A n E v e n t f u l T e a r . 
To the Senate and House of Representatives : 
The year that has passed since the submis­ 
sion of my last message lo Congress has, espec­ 
ially during the latter part of It, been an 
eventful one to the country. 
In the midst of 
great national prosperity, a financial crisis ha9 
occurred that has brought law fortunes of gl- 
gautic proportions, political partlzansbip has 
almost ceased to exist, especially in the agri­ 
cultural regions, and, finally, the capture on 
the high seas of a vessel bearing our flag, 
has, for a time, threatened the most serious 
consequences, and has agitated the public 
mind trom one end of the country to the other. 
But this, happily, now is in the course of satis­ 
factory adjustment, honorable to both natious 
concerned. 


FRIENDLY RELATIONS WITH OTHER POWERS 
The relations of the United States, however, 
with most of the other powers continue to be 
friendly and cordial. 
With France, Germany, 
Russia, Italy and the minor European powers, 
with Brazil and mo3t of the South American 
republics, and with Japan, nothing has oc­ 
curred during the year to demand special no­ 
tice, 
The correspondence between tbe De­ 
partment of Slate and various diplomatic rep­ 
resentatives in or Jrom those countries is 
transmitted herewith. 


THE VIENNA EXPOSITION. 
In executing the will of Congress ti3 express­ 
ed in its joint resolution of the 14th of Febru­ 
ary last, anti iu accordance with the provis­ 
ions of the resolution, a number of "p racti­ 
cal artisans," of “ scientific men,” and of 
honorary commissioners,” were authorized 
to attend the exposition at Vienna as commis­ 
sioners on the part of the United Stales. 
It 
is believed that we have attained the object 
which Congres.3 had in view when It passed 
the Joint resolution, in order to enable the peo^ 
pie of the Uulted States to participate in the 
advantages of the International Exhibition of 
the products of agriculture, manufactures and 
the fine arts, to be held at Vienna. 
I take 
great pleasure iu adding that the American 
exhibitors have received a gratifying number 
of diplomas and of medals. 
Daring the Exposition a conference was held 
at Vienna for ihe purpose of consultation on 
the systems prevailing in different countries 
for the perfection of inventions. 
I authorized 
a representative from the Patent Office to be 
present at Vienna at ihe time when this co n- 
fereuce was Lo take place, in order lo aid as far 
as he might in securing any possible addition­ 
al protection lo American inventors in Europe. 
The report of this agent will be laid before 
Cougross. 
CniNESE CONCESSIONS. 
It is my pleasant duty to announce to Con­ 
gress that the Emperor of China on attainin 
his majority received the diplomatic repre­ 
sentatives of the Western powers iu person 
An account of these ceremonies and of the in­ 
teresting discussions which preceded them 
will be fouud in the documents transmitted 
herewith. 
Tiic accompanying papers show that some 
advance, although slight, has been made dur­ 
ing the past year towards the suppression of 
the infamous Chinese coolie trade. 
I recom 
niend Congress to inquire whether additional 
legislation be not needed on this subject. 


THE ALABAMA AWARD. 
The money awarded to the United States 
by tlio tribunal of Arbitration at Geneva was 
paid by her Majesty’s government a few days 
iu advance of the time when it would have 
become payable according to the terms of the 
treaty. 
In compliance with the provisions of 
the act of March 3, 1873 it was at once paid 
iuto the Treasury and used to redeem, so far 
U3 it might, tne public debt of the United 
States, aud the amouut so redeemed was in 
vested in a five per cent, registered bond of 
the United States for $15,500,000, [which is 
now held by tbe Secretary of State subject lo 
the future disposition of Cougres3. 
I renew mv recommmda!ion made at the 
opening of Hie last session of Congress that a 
commission be created Tor the purpose of au­ 
diting and determining the amounts of the 
several direct losses growing out of tiie dc 
struction of vessels and their cargoes by the 
Alabama, ihe Florida or the Shenandoah after 
leaving Melbourne, for which the sufferers 
have received no equivalent or compensation 
and of ascertaining the names of the persons 
entitled to receive compensation for the same 
making tho computations upon the basis in 
dicated by the tribunal of arbitration at Gene 
va, and that the payment of such losses be 
authorized to an extent not to exceed tne 
awards cf the tribunal at Geneva. 


THE BOUNDARY QUESTION. 
By an act approved on tho 14th day of 
February last Congress made provision for 
completing joiutly with an officer or com 
missioner to be named by her Britannic Majes 
tv the determination of so much of the boun 
dary line between the territory of the United 
States and the possessions of Great Briti in as 
was left uncompleted by the commissioner 
appointed under the act of Congress or August 
II, 1856. 
Under the provisions of this act the 
northwest 
water boundary of the United 
States has been determined and marked 
accordance with tbe award of tbe Emperor of 
Germany. 
A protocol and a copy of the map 
upon which the line was thus marked are con 
tained in the papers submitted herewith. 
I also transmit a copy of the report of the 
commissioner for making tlio northern boun 
dary between 
the United States and the 
British possessions west of the Lake of the 
Woods and the'operations of the commission 
during the past season. 
Surveys have been 
made to a point 497 miles west of the Lake of 
the Woods, leaving about 350 miles to be sur­ 
veyed, the field work ot which can be com 
pleted during the next season. 


THE MIXED COMMISSION. 
The Mixed Commission organized under the 
provision of the treaty of Washington for set 
tling and determining the claims of citizens 
of either power against the other arising out 
of acts committed against their persons or 
property during the period between April 13, 
1861, and April 9, 1865, made its final awan 
on the 25tli day of Sept last. 
It was awarded 
that the government of the United States 
should pay to the government, of her Britannic 
Majesty within twelve months from the date 
of the award the sum of $1,029,819 in gold 
The Commission disallowed all other claims 
of British subjects against the United States 
The amount of the claims presented by the 
British Government but disallowed or dis 
missed is understood to be about $93,000,000 
It also disallowed all the claims of ciiizens of 
the United Siates against Great Britain which 
were referred to it. 
I recommend the early 
passage of an act appropriating tho amount 
necessary to pay this award against the United 
States. 
I have cansed to be communicated to tbe 
government of the King of Italy the thanks of 
this government for the eminent services ren 
dered by Coúnt Corti as the third commission 
er ou lhi3 commission with dignity, learnin 
and impartiality. 
He discharged duties r< 
quiring great labor and coustant p itience, to 
the satisfaction, I believe, oí both govern 
menta. 
A NEW COURT OF CLAIMS. 
I recommend legislation to create a special 
court to consist of three judges, who shall be 
empowered to hear and determine all claims 
of aliens upon the United States arising out of 
acts committed against their persons or prop 
erty daring tbe insurrection. 
Therecent refer­ 
ence under the treaty ot Washington was con 
fined to claims of British subjects arising dur­ 
ing the period named in tne treaty, but 
it is understood that there are other British 
claims ot a similar nature arising after the 9lb 
of April, 1865, and it is known that other 
claims of a like nature are advanced by citi­ 
zens or subjects of other powers. 
It is Uesira 
ble to have these claims also examined and 
disposed of. 
THE DUTCH WAR. 
Official information being received from ibp 
Dutch government of a state of war between 
the King of the Netherlands and the Sultan of 
Acheen, the officers of the United States who 
were near the seat of the war were instructed 
to observe an impartial neutrality. 
It is be 
lieved they have done so. 


THE MEXICAN COMMISSION.. 
The joint commission under the convention 
with Mexico in 1868, having again been legal 
ly prolonged ba9 resumed its business, which 
it is hoped may be brought to an early con 
elusion. 
The dis inguisned representative of 
her Britannic Majesty at Washington has bludly 
consented with approval of bi9 government 
to assume the arduous and responsible duties of 
umpire in thi3 commission; to lend the weight 
of bis,characier and name to such decision as 
may not receive tbe acquiescence of both the 


arbitrators appointed.pursuant to the au­ 
thority of Congrees to examine into the nature 
and exlent of the foray by the trespassers 
fiom that country upon tho herds of Texas 
have made a re|K>rt, which will bo pubmLted 
for your consideration. 


THE VENEZUELA AWARD. 
The Venezuelan government has been ap- - 
prised of the sense of Congress in regard to 
the award of the joint commission under the 
convention of the 26th of April, 1866, as ex- 
iressed in the act of the 26th of February last, 
t is apprehended that that government does 
not realize the character of its obligations 
under that convention. 
There Is reason to 
believe, however, that Its hesitancy in recog­ 
nizing them springs in part, at least, from real 
difficulty In discharging them In connection 
with its obligations to other governments. 
The expediency of farther forbearance on our 
part is believed to be worthy of your consid­ 
eration. 
TURKISH AND EGYPTIAN AFP AIRS. 
The Ottoman government and that of Egypt 
have latterly shown a disposition to relieve 
foreign consuls of the judicial powers which 
heretofore they have exercised in the Turkish 
dominions by organizing other tribunals. 
As 
Congress, however, has by law provided for 
the discharge of judicial functions by consuls 
of the United States in that quarter, under 
the treaty of 1830, I have not felt at liberty 
formally to accept the proposed change with­ 
out the assent of Congress, whose decision 
upon the subject at as early a period as may 
be convenient is earnestly requested. 


SANTO DOMINGO. 
I transmit herewith for the consideration 
and determination of Cortgres3 an application 
oí tbe republic of Santo Domingo to this gov­ 
ernment to exercise a proteciorate over that 
republic. 


TREATIES WITH FOREIGN POWERS. 
Since the adjournment of Congress the fol­ 
lowing treaties with foreign powers have been 
M'oclaimed: A naturalization convention with 
Jenmark. 
A convention with Mexico for re­ 
viving tbe claims commission. 
A convention 
of friendship, commerce and extradition with 
tho Orange free state. 
A naturalization con­ 
vention with Ecuador. 


POSTAL RECOMMENDATION. 
I renew a recommendation made in my mes­ 
sage of December, 1870, that Congress author­ 
ize the Postmaster General to issue all com­ 
missions to officials appointed through his de­ 
partment. 
SUGGESTIONS REGARDING EXPATRIATION. 
I invite the earnest attention of Congress 
to the existing laws of the United Slates re­ 
specting expatriation and the election of na­ 
tionality by individuls. 
Many citizens of the 
United states reside permanently abroad with 
tbeir families. Under the provisions of tbe act 
approved February 10, 1855, the children of 
such persons are to be deemed aud taken to 
be citizens of the United States, but the rights 
of citizenship are not to descend to persons 
wiiose fathers never resided ill the United 
States. 
It thus happens that persons who 
never resided in the United States have been 
enabled to put forward a pretension to the 
protection of the United State3 against the 
claim of military service of the government 
under whose protection they were born and 
have beon reared. In some cases even natural­ 
ized citizens of the United States have return­ 
ed to the land of their birth with the intent to 
remain 
there 
and 
their 
children, 
the 
issue 
of 
a 
marriage 
contracted 
there 
after their return 
und who 
have 
never 
been in the United States, have laid claim to 
our protection when the lapse of many years 
has imposed upon them the duty of military 
service to the only government which had 
ever known them personally. 
Until the .rear 
1868 it was left embarrassed, by conflicting 
opinions of courts aud of jurists, to determine 
how far the doctrine of perpetual allegiance, 
derived Irom our former colonial relations 
with Great Britain, was applicable to Ameri 
can citizens. 
Cougress then wisely swept 
these doubts away by enacting that any dec­ 
laration, instruction, opinion, order or de 
cisión of any officer of this government which 
denies, restricts, impairs or questions tlio 
right of expatriation is inconsistent with the 
fundamental principles of this government. 
But Congress did not indicate in that statute, 
nor has it since doue so, what acts are 
to be deemed to work expatriation. 
For 
my 
own 
guidance 
in 
determining 
such questions 
required, under 
the pro­ 
visions of the constitution, the opiuion in 
writing of the principal officer in each of the 
executive departments upon certain questions 
relating to this subject. 
The result satisfied 
me that furiher legislation has become neces­ 
sary. 
I therefore commend the subject to the 
careful consideration of Congress. 
I transmit 
herewith copies of the several opinions of the 
principal officers of the executive departments, 
together with other correspondence and prom­ 
inent information on the subject. 
The United 
Siates, who led the way iu the overthrow of 
ttie feudal doctrine of perpetual allegiance,are 
among the last to iudicaie how the their own 
citizens may elect another nationality. 
Tne 
papers submitted herewith indicate what is 
necessary to place us on a par with other 
leading nations in liberality of 
legisla­ 
tion on 
this 
international question. 
We 
have already in our treaties assented to the 
principles which would need to be embodied 
iu laws intended to accomplish sucli results. 
We have agreed that citizens of the United 
Slates may cease to be citizens aud may vol­ 
untarily render allegiance to oilier powers. 
We have agreed that residence in a foreign 
land without intent to return shall of itself 
work expatriation. 
We have agreed in some 
instances upon the length of time necessary 
for such intent. 
I invito Congress to mark 
oat and define when and how expatriation can 
be accomplished; to regulate by law the con­ 
dition of American women marrying foreign­ 
ers; to fix tbe status of children born in a 
foreign country of American parents, residing 
more or less permanently abroad, and to make 
rules for determining such other kindred points 
a3 may seem best to Congress. 


RECOGNB^NG TUE SPANISH REPUBLICA 
In compliance with the request of Cougre33 
I transmitted to oar Minister at Madrid, with 
instructions to present it to the Spanish gov­ 
ernment, the joint resolution approved on the 
3d of March last, tendering lo the people of 
Spain, in the name and on the behalf of the 
American people, tbe congratulations of Con­ 
gress upon the efforts to consolidate in Spain 
the principles of universal liberty in a repub­ 
lican form of government 
The existence of 
this new republic was inaugurated by striking 
the fetters from the slaves in Porto Rico. This 
beneficent measure wa3 followed by the re­ 
lease of several thousand persons illegally held 
as slaves in Cuba. 
Next the Captain General 
ol the colony was deprived of tne power to set 
aside the orders of his superiors at. Madrid, 
which had pertained to the office since 1825. 
The sequestered estates of American citizens, 
which had been the cause of long and frequent 
correspondence, were ordered to be restored 
to their owners. 
All these liberal steps were 
taken in the face of violent opposition directed 
by the revolutionary slaveholders of Havana, 
who are vainlv striving to stay the march of 
ideas which has terminated slavery in Chris­ 
tendom, Cuba only excepted.

she 
was forcibly seized by 
the Spanish gunboat Tornado and was car­ 
ried into the port of Santiago de Cuba, where 
many of her passengers were inhumanly und. 
so ,fur at least as related to those who were 
citizens of the United Stales, were without 
due process of law put to death. 
It ¡3 a well 
established principle, asserted by the United 
States frem the beginning of their national 
ndependence, recognized by G rtal Britain 
and other maritime powers and stated by the 
Senate In a resolution passed unanimously on 
tbe 16th of June, 1858, that American ves­ 
sels on the high seas In time of peace, bear­ 
ing the American flag, remain under the Ju­ 
risdiction of the country to which they be­ 
long, and therefore any visitation, molesta­ 
tion or destruction of such vessel by forpe, or 
by the exhibition of force, ou the part of a 
foreign power, Is In derogation of the sove- • 
reignty of the United States. 
In accord­ 
ance with this principle, the restoration of 
the Virginlus and the surrender of tbe survi­ 
vors of her passengers and crew and a due 
reparation to the flag and the punishment of 
the authorities who had been guilty of the il­ 
legal acts of violence were demanded. 
The 
Spanish government has recognized the jus­ 
tice of the demand and has arranged for the 
immediate delivery of the vessel and for the 
surrender of the survivors of the passengers 
and crew and for a salute to the flag and for 
proceedings looking to the punishment of 
tho«e who may be proved to have been guilty 
(if Illegal acts of violence toward citizens of 
the United States, and also toward indemnify­ 
ing those who may be shown lobe eutitled to 
indemnity. 
A copy of a protocol of a confer­ 
ence between the Secretary of State and the 
Spanish Minister, in which the terms of this 
arrangement were agreed to, will be trans­ 
mitted herewith. 
The correspondence ou this 
subject with the legation of the United States 
is in cypher and by cable and needs the verifi­ 
cation of the actual text of the correspondence. 
It has seemed to me to be due to the import­ 
ance of the case not to submit this corres­ 
pondence until the accurate text can be re­ 
ceived by mail. 
It is expected shortly and 
will be submilled when received. 
In taking leave of this subject for the pres­ 
ent I wish to renew the expression of my con­ 
viction that tbe existence of African slavery 
in Cuba is a principal cause of the lamentable 
condition of the island. 
I do not doubt that 
Congress shares with me the hope that it will 
soon be made to disappear and that peace 
and prosperity may follow its abolition. 
Ttie 
embargoing of American est U03 in Cuba, 
cruelty to American citizens detected in no 
act of hostility to the Spanish government, 
the murdering of prisoners taken with arms in 
their hands and finally the capture upon the 
high seas of a vessel sailing under the United 
States flag and hearing a United States regis­ 
try has culminated in an outburst of indigna­ 
tion that has seemed for a time to threaten 
war. 
Fending negotiations between ihe United 
States aud the government of Spain on the 
subject of lliis capture, I Lave authorized the 
Secretary of the Navy to put our navy on a 
war footiug to the extent at least of the en­ 
tire annual appropriation for that branch of 
the service, trusting to Congress and the pub­ 
lic opinion of the American people to justify 
my action. 


PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 
Assuming from the action of tbe last Con­ 
gress in appointing the Committee on Privi­ 
leges and Elections lo prepare and report to 
this Congress a constitutional amendment to 
provide a better method of electing the Presi­ 
dent and Vice President of the Uuited States 
and also from the neccessity of such amend­ 
ment that there will be submitted to the state 
legislatures for ratification sucli an improve­ 
ment in our constitution, I suggest two others 
for your consideration: First, to authorize 
the executive to approve of so much of any 
measures passing the two houses of Congress 
as his judgment may dictato without his 
approving the whole of it, the disapproved 
portion or portions to be subjected to the 
same rule3 as now, to-wit, to re referred back 
to the house in which the measure or meas­ 
ures originated and if passed by a two-thirds 
vote of ttie two houses then to become a law 
without the approval of the President. 
I 
would add to this a provision that there should 
be no legislation by Congress during tlie last 
twenty-four hours of its sitting except, upon 
vetoe3,in order to give the executive an oppor­ 
tunity to examine and approve or disapprove 
bills understandinglj. 
Second, to provide by 
amendment that when an extra session of 
Congress is convened by executive proclama­ 
tion legislation during the continuance of such 
extra session shall be confined to such subjects 
as the executive may bring before it from lime 
to time in writing. 
The advantages to be 
gained by these two amendments are obvious. 
One session in each year is provided for by the 
Constitution iu which there arc no restrictions 
as to the subjects of legislation by Congress; 
if more is required it is always in the power 
of Congress tuning their term of office to pro­ 
vide for sessions at any time. 
The tin t of 
these amendments would protect the public 
against the many abuses and wastes of public 
moneys which creep into appropriation bills 
und other important measures passing during 
the expiring hours of Congress, to which oth­ 
erwise due consideration cannot be given. 


Unhappily, however, this baneful influence 
has thus far succeeded in defeating the eflorts 
of all liberal-minded men in Spain to abolish 
slavery in Cuba and in preventing the prom­ 
ised reform in that island. 
The struggle for 
political supremacy continues. The pro-slavery 
and aristocratic party in Cuba is-gradually 
arraying Itself in more open hostility and defi­ 
ance to the home government, while it still 
maintains a political connection with the 
republic ou 
the peninsula, ana although 
usurpiug 
and 
defying 
tho 
authority 
of the home government whenever such 
usurpation 
or defiance tends in the di­ 
rection of oppression or of the mainten­ 
ance of abuses, it is still a power in Madrid 
and recognised by the government. 
Thus an 
clement more dangerous to continued colonial 
relations between Cuba and Spain than that 
which inspired the insurrection at Yara—an 
element opposed to granting any relief from 
misr.de and abuse with no aspirations after 
freedom, commanding no sympathy in gener­ 
ous breasts, aiming to rivet still stronger the 
shackles of slavery and oppression—has seized 
many of the emblems of power in Cuba and 
under professions of loyalty to the mother 
country is exhausting the resources of the 
island and is doing acts which are at variance 
with those principles of justice, of liberality 
and of right which give nobility of character 
to a republic. 
In the interests of humanity, of civilization 
and of progress it is to be hoped that this evil 
iufluence may be saon averted. 


THE CASE OF THE VIROINIUS. 
The steamer Virginias was on tbe 26th day 
of September, 1870, duly registered at the 
port of New York a3 a part of the commercial 
marine of the United States. 
Ou the 4th of 
October, 1870, having received-the certificate 
of her register In tbe usual legal form, she 
sailed from the port of New York and has not 


TIIE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 
The receipts of the government from 
all 
sources for tlie last fiscal year were $333,738,- 
204 and expenditures on all accounts $290,- 
315,245, thus showing an excess of receipts 
over expenditures of $43,392.951. 
But it is 
not probable that this favorable exhibit will 
be shown for the present fiscal year; indeed 
it is very doubtful whether, except wilh great 
economy on the part of Congress in making 
appropriations and the same" economy in ad­ 
ministering the various departments of the 
government, the revenues 
will 
not 
fall 
short of meeting actual expenses, including 
interest on the public debt. 
I commend to. 
Congress sucli economy, and point out two 
sources where it seems to me it might com­ 
mence, to wit., in tbe appropriations for pub­ 
lic buildings in many cities where work has 
not commenced; in the appropriations for 
liver and harbor improvements iu those local­ 
ities where the improvements are of but little 
benefit to general commerce,and fortifications. 
There is a still more fruitful source of expen­ 
diture, which I will point out later in this 
message. 
I refer to the easy method of man­ 
ufacturing claims for losses incurred in sup­ 
pressing ihe late rebellion. I would not be 
understood Rere as opposing tbe erection of 
good, substantial and even ornamental build­ 
ings by tlie government wherever such build­ 
ings are needed; in fact, f approve of the 
government owning its owu buildings iu all 
sections oí the couutry, 1 hope the day is not 
far distant when it will not only possess 
them, but will erect in the capital suitable 
residences for all persons who now receive 
commutation for quarters or rent at tlie gov­ 
ernment’s expense aud for the Cabinet, thus 
setting an example to the slates which may 
induce them to erect buildings for their Sena­ 
tors. 
But I would have this work done at a 
time when the revenues of the country abuu- 
dautly justified it. 


THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 
Tlie revenues bave materially fallen oil for 
the first five months of the present fiscal year 
from what they were expected to produce, 
owing to the general panic now prevailing, 
which commenced about the middle of Sep­ 
tember last. 
The full eflect of this disaster, if it should 
not prove a blessing in disguise, is yot to be 
demonstrated. 
In either event it is your duty 
to heed the lesson and* provide by wise and 
well-considered 
legislation 
as 
far 
as 
it 
lias 
in 
your 
power 
against 
its 
recurrence and to take advantage of all bene­ 
fits that may have accrued. My own judgment 
is that however much individuals may have 
suffered, one loug step has been taken towards 
specie payment; that we can never have per­ 
manent prosperity until a specie basis is 
reached and that a specie basis cannot be 
reached and maintaifted until our exports, ex­ 
clusive of gold, pay for our imports, interest 
due abroad and other specie obligations so 
nearly a3 to leave an appreciable accumu­ 
lation of the precious metals in this country 
from the products of our miues. 
The devel­ 
opment of the mine3 of precious metals dur­ 
ing the past year and the prospective devel­ 
opment for years to come are gratifying re­ 
sults. Could but one-half of the goid extracted 
from the mines be retained at home our ad­ 
vance towards specie payments would be 
rapid. 
To increase our exports sufficient currency 
is required to keep all the industries of the 
country employed; without this, national as 
well as individual bankruptcy must ensue.— 
Undue inflation, on the other hand, while it 
might give temporary relief, would oniy lead 
to "inflation of prices, the impossibility of 
competing in our own markets for the pro­ 
ducts of home skill and labor and the repeat­ 
ed renewal of present experiences. 
Elasti­ 
city to our circulating medium therefore and 
Just enough of it to transact tbe legitimate 
business of the country and to keep all in­ 
dustries employed, is what is most to be de 
since beeu In the territorial jurisdiction of the i sired.

If there be 
too much of It for 
the legitimate pur­ 
poses of trade and commerce it will flow 
out of the country. 
If too litt>o tho reverse 
will bo the result. 
To hold What we have and 
to appreciate our currency to that standard is 
a problem deserving of the most serious con­ 
sideration of C mgress. 
Tbe experience of the present panic has 
proveu that the currency of the country,based, 
as it is, upon the credit of the country, is the 
best that has ever been devised. 
Usually in 
times of such trials currency has become 
worthless or so much depreciated In value u3 
to inflate the ralae of all tbe Decenaries of 
life as oompared with the currency. 
Every­ 
one holding It has been anxious to dispose of 
it on any terms. 
Now we witness the reverse. 
Holders of currency hoard 11 as they did gold 
In former experiences of a like nature. 
It Is patent to the most casual observer that 
much more currency or money is required to 
transaci the legitimate trade' of the coun ry 
d u rm th e fall and wlntir months, when the 
vast crops are being removed, than during the 
i tl'ance of tbo year. 
With our present system 
the amount in the country remains tne same 
tnrougbout the entire year, resulting in an 
accumulation of all the surplus capital of the 
country iu a few centres when not employed 
for the* moving of crops,temp’ed there by oilers 
of interest on call loans, interest being paid. 
This surplus capital must earn this interest 
with a profit; being subject to call it cannot 
lie loaned, only part at best, to the merchant 
or manufacturer for d fixed term. 
Hence, no 
matter how much curreucy there might be in 
the country, it would be absorbed, prices 
keeping pace with the volume, and panics, 
stringency and disaster would ever l»e recur­ 
ring with the autumn. 
Elasticity in our monetary system, there­ 
fore, is the object to be attained first, und next 
to that, so far as possible, a prevention of tlio 
use of other people’s money and stock and 
other species of speculation. 
To prevent the 
latter it seems to me that ODe great step 
would be taken by prohibiting tho national 
banks from paying interest.on deposits, by re­ 
quiring them to hold their reserves in their 
own vaults aud by forcing them into resump­ 
tion, though it would be only in legal tender 
notes. 
For this purpose I would suggest the 
establishment of clearing houses for your con­ 
sideration. 
To secure tlie former many plans 
have beeu suggested, most if not all of which 
look to me more like inflation,on the one hand, 
or compelling the government, on the other, 
to pay interest without corresponding benefits 
upon the surplus funds of the country during 
the seasons when otherwise employed. 
I would submit for your consideration 
whether this difficulty might not be overcome 
by authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to issue at any time to national banks auy 
amount of their notes below a fixed percant- 
age of their issue, say about forty per cent., 
upon the banks depositing with the Treasurer 
of the United States an amount of govern­ 
ment bonds equal to the amount of notes de­ 
manded; tlie banks to forfeit lo the govern­ 
ment, say four per cent, of the interest ac­ 
cruing ou tlie bonds so pledged during the 
lime they remain with tho Treasurer as secu­ 
rity for the increased circulation; the bonds 
so pledged to be redeemable by the banks at 
their pleasure, either in whole or in part, by 
returning their own bills for cancellation to 
an amount equal to tlie face of the bonds 
withdrawn. 
I would further suggest for your considera­ 
tion tho propriety "of authorizing national 
banks to diminish their standing issue at 
pleasure, by returning for cancellation their 
own bills and withdrawing as many United 
States bonds as are pledged for the bills re­ 
turned. 
In view of tlie great actual contraction that 
has taken place iii the currency an 1 tbe com­ 
parative contraction continuously going on, 
due to the increase of population, increase of 
manufactures and ah the industries, I do not 
believe that there is too mucn of it now for 
tlie dullest period of the year. 
Indeed if 
clearing houses should be established, thu3 
forcing redemption, it is a question for your 
consideration whether banking should not be 
made free, retaining all safeguards now re­ 
quired to secure (fill holders in any modifica­ 
tion of the present laws regulating national 
banks. 
As a further step toward preparing 
for the 
resumption 
of 
specie payments 
I invite your attention 
to 
a considera­ 
tion 
of 
the 
propriety 
of 
exacting 
front them the retention as a part of their re­ 
serve either the whole or part of the goid in­ 
terest accruing upon the bonds pledged as se­ 
curity for their issue. I have not reflected 
enough on tlie bearing this might have in 
producing a scarcity of coin with which to 
pay duties on imports to giv§ it my positive 
recommendation, but attention is invited to 
the subject. 
During tlie last four years ttie currency has 
been contracted directly by the withdrawal of 
3 per cent, certificates, compound interest 
notes and seven-thirly bonds outstanding on 
the fourth of March 1869, all of which took 
the place of legal tenders in the bank reserves 
to the extent of $63,000,000. 
During tbe 
same period there has been a much larger 
comparative contraction of the currency. The 
population 
of the country has largely in­ 
creased; more than 25,000 miles of railroad 
have been built, requiring tne active use of 
capital to opéralo them; millions of acres of 
land 
have ¿been 
opened 
to 
cultiva­ 
tion, 
requiring 
capital 
to 
move 
the 
products; manufactories have multiplied be­ 
yond all precedent in the same period of time, 
requiring capital weekly for the payment of 
wages and for tlie purchase of material, and 
probably the largest of ail comparative con­ 
traction arises from the organizing of free 
lalior in tbe south. 
Now every laborer there 
receives his wages, and for want of savings 
banks the greater pari of such wage3 is enr- 
ried in tlie pocket or hoarded until required 
for use. 
These suggestions are thrown out for your 
consideration without any recommendation 
that they shall be adopted literally,but hoping 
that the best method may be arrived at to se­ 
cure such an elasticity of the currency as will 
keep employed ail tlie industries of the coun­ 
try and prevent such an inflation as will put 
oti Indefinitely the resumption of specie pay­ 
ments, an object so devoutly to lie wished for 
l»v all and by none more -earnestly than the 
class of people most directly interested, who 
earn their bread by the sweat of their brow. 
The decisions of Congress on this subject will 
have the hearty support of the executive. 


AMERICAN SHIP-BUILDING. 
In previous messages I have called attention 
to the decline in American ship-building and 
recommeuded such legislation a3 would secure 
to us our proportion of the carrying trade. 
Stimulated by high ratC3 and abundance of 
freight tlie progress for the last year in ship­ 
building has been very satisfactory. 
There 
has been an increase of about one per cent, in 
the amount transported in American vessels 
over the amount of last year. 
With the re­ 
duced C03t of material which has taken place 
it may reasonably be hoped that this progress 
will b? maintained and even increased. 
Uow- 
ever, as we pay about $80,01)0,000 per annum 
to foreign vessels for the tran portation of our 
surplus products to a market, thus increasing 
the balance of trade against us to this amount, 
the subject is one worthy of your serious con­ 
sideration. 


CHEAP TRANSPORTATION. 
Cheap transportation is a subject that has 
attracted tlie attention of both producers and 
consumers for the past few years and lias con­ 
tributed to if it has not been the direct cause 
of the recent panic and stringency. 
As Con­ 
gress at its last session appointed a special 
eommittee to investigate this whole subject 
during the vacation aud report at tins session, 
I have nothing to recommend until their report 
is read. 
There is oue work, however, of a national 
character in which the greater portion of tbe 
east and the west, the north and tlie south are 
equally interested, to which I will Invite your 
attention. 
The state of New York has a 
canal 
connecting Lake Erie with 
tide- 
water on the Hudson River. 
Tho state of Ill­ 
inois has a similar work connecting Lake 
Michigan with navigable waters on the Illinois 
River,thu3 making a water communication In­ 
land between the east and the west and south. 
Tbo3e great artificial water courses are the 
property of the siates through which they pass 
and pay toll to those states. 
Would it not be 
wise statesmensliip to pledge these states that 
if they will open these canals for the passage 
of large vessels tlie general government will 
look atter and keep iu navigablecoudition tbe 
great public highways with which they con­ 
nect, to wit, the overslaugh on the Hudson, 
the St. Claire flats, and the Illinois and Miss­ 
issippi rivers ? This would be a national work, 
oue of great value to the producers of the west 
and south in giving them cheap transporta­ 
tion 
for 
their 
produce 
to 
the 
sea­ 
board 
and 
a 
market, 
and 
to 
to the consumers in the east in giving them 
cheaper food, particularly of those articles of 
food which do not find a foreign m arket and 
the prices of which, therefore, are not regu­ 
lated by foreign demand. 
Tbe advantages of 
such a work are too obvious for argument— 
I submit the sub|ect to you, therefore, without 
further comment. 


A NEW COMMERCIAL FIELD. 
In attempting to regain our last commerce 
and conveying trade I have heretofore called 


attention to tbe states south of us offering u 
fl ¡id where much might be accomplished to 
further Ibis object. 
I suggest tout a small ap- 
propnalion be made, accompanied with au­ 
thority for tbe Secretary of the Navy to fit out 
a naval vessel to aaceud the Amazon River to 
the mouth of tlie Madeira, thence to explore 
that river and its tributaries Into Bolivia, and 
report to Congress at its next session or us 
soon as practicable the accessibility of the 
country by water, its resources and the pop­ 
ulation so reached. 
Such an expedition will 
cost bnt little; It can do no harm and may re­ 
sult In establishing a trade of vaiae to both 
nations. 
In farther connection with the Treasury 
D epartm ent! would reocommend a revision 
and codification of the tariff laws and the 
opening of more mints for coining money, 
with authority to coin for such natiens as 
may apply. 


WAR DEPARTMENT. 


RECOMMENDATIONS REGARDING THE ARMY. 
The attention of Congress is invited to tlie 
recommendation’s contained in the report of 
the Secretary of War herewith accompanying. 
The apparent great cost of supporting the 
army is fully explained by this report and 1 hope 
will receive your attention. While inviting your 
general attention to all the recommendations 
made by the Secretary of War, there are two 
which I would especially invite you to con­ 
sider: First, the importance of preparing f >r 
war in lime of peace by providing proper 
armament for our sea-coast defences. 
Proper 
armament is of vastly more importance than 
fortifications. 
Tlie latter can be supplied very 
speedily for temporary purposes when needed; 
the former cannot. The second is tlio neces­ 
sity of there-opening of promotion on the stall 
corps of the army. 
Particularly ¡3 this ne­ 
cessity felt in the Medical, Pay and Ordnanee 
Departments. 
At this time It is necessary to 
employ contract surgeons to supply the neces­ 
sary medical attendance required by the army. 
With the present force of the Pay Department 
it is now difficult to make the payments to 
troops provided for by law'. 
Long delays in 
payments are productive of desertions and 
other demoralization, and tlie law prohibits 
tbe payment of troops bv other than regular 
army Paymasters. 
There are now sixteeu va­ 
cancies in the Ordnance Department, thus leav­ 
ing that branch of the service without sufficient 
officers to conduct the business of tho diflerent 
arsenals on a larger scale if ever required. 


NAVY DEPARTMENT. 


CONDITION OF TnE NAVY. 
During the past year our navy has been de­ 
pleted by the sale of some vessels no longer 
lit for naval service and by the condemnation 
of others not yet disposed of. 
This, however, 
has been more than compensate I for by the 
repair of six of the old woodeu ships and by 
tlie buildiug of the eight new sloops-of-war 
authorized by the last Congress. 
The build­ 
ing or these latter has occurred at a doubly for­ 
tunate lime. 
They are about being completed 
at a timo when they may possibly be much 
needed and the work upon them has not 
only 
given 
direct employment to thou­ 
sands 
of 
men, 
but 
has 
no 
doubt 
been 
the 
means 
of 
keeping 
open 
establishments for other work at a time of 
great financial distress. Since the commence­ 
ment of the last month, however, the distress­ 
ing occurrences which have taken place in 
the waters of the Carribean Sea, almost on 
our very seaboard, while they illustrate most 
forcibly the necessity that a nation situated 
like ours should always maintain in a stale 
of possible efficiency a navy adequate to its 
responsibilities, has at the same time de­ 
manded that all the effective force we really 
have shall be put in immediate readiness for 
warlike service. 
This has been and is being 
done promptly and effectively, and I am as­ 
sured that all the available ships ami every 
authorized man-of-war of the American nary 
will bo ready for whatever action is required 
for tbe safety of our citizens or the mainte­ 
nance of our honor. 
This of course will re­ 
quire the expenditure in a short time of some 
of the appropriations which were calculated 
to extend through to the fiscal year, bui Con­ 
gress will, I doubt not, understand aud ap­ 
preciate the emergency and will provide ade­ 
quately, not only for the present preparation, 
but for the future maintenance of our naval 
force. 
The Secretary of the Navy has, during tlie 
past year, been quietly putting some of our 
most eflective monitors in condition for ser- 
rice.and thus the exigency, finds us in a much 
better condition for work than we could pos­ 
sibly have been without his action. 


THE FOST OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 


POSTAL REVENUES AND EXPENSES. 
A complete exhibit is presented in the ac­ 
companying report of the Postmaster General 
of tlie operations of the Post Office Depart­ 
ment during the year. 
Tlie oruinary postal 
revenues for tlie fiscal year ended June 
30, 
1873, 
amouuted 
to 
$22,996,741 
and 
tlie 
expenditures 
of 
all 
kinds 
to 
$29,084,945. 
The increase of revenues over 
1872 were $1,081,315 and the increase ot ex­ 
penditures $2,426,753. 
Independent of tlie 
payments from special appropriations for mail 
steamship lines the amount drawn from the 
general treasury to meet deficiencies was 
$5,265,475. 
The constant and rapid exten­ 
sion of our postal service, particularly upon 
railways, and the improved facilities for the 
collection, transmission, distribution and de­ 
livery of the mails which are constantly being 
provided account for the increased expendi­ 
tures of this popular branch of the public 
service. 
EXTENT OF THE SERVICE. 
The total number of post offices in operation 
on the 30th of June, 1873, was 33,244, a uet 
increase of 1,381 over the number report­ 
ed the preceeding year. 
The number of pres­ 
idential offices was 1,363, an increase oí 163 
during the year. 
Tbe total length of railroad 
mail routes at tho close of the year was 63,457 
miles, an increase of 5,546 nnle3 over the year 
1872. 
Fifty-nine railway post office liue3 were 
in operation on tbe 30th of June, 1873, extend­ 
ing over 14,866 mile3 of railroad routes and 
performing an aggregate service of 34,925 
miles daily. 
The number of letters exchanged 
with foreign countries wa3 24,459,185, an in­ 
crease of 3,096,685 over the previous year, 
and the postago thereon amounted to $2,021,- 
310.85. 
The total weight of correspondence 
exchanged in the mails with European coun­ 
tries exceeded 912 tons, an increase of 92 tons 
ever the previous year. 
The total cost of the 
United States ocean mail steamship service, 
including $725,000 paid from special appro­ 
priations to subsidize lines of mail steamers, 
was $1,047,271. 
New and additional postal 
conventions have been concluded with Sweden, 
Norway, Belgium, Germany, Canada, New­ 
foundland and Japan, reducing postage rates 
on correspondence 
exchanged with 
those 
countries, and further eflorts have been made 
to conclude a satisfactory postal convention 
with France, but without success. 
I invite the favorable consideration of Con­ 
desa to the suggestions and recommenda­ 
tions of the Postmaster General for an exten­ 
sion oí the free delivery system in all cities 
having a population of not less than 10,000; 
for the prepayment of postage on newspapers 
and other printed matter of ibe second class; 
for a uniform postage and limit of weight of 
miscellaneous matter; for adjusting the com­ 
pensation of all postmasters not appointed by 
the President by tlie old method of commis­ 
sions on the actual receipts of the office’ in­ 
stead 
of 
the 
present 
mode 
of 
fixing the salary in advance upon special 
returns; and especially do I urge favorable 
action by Congress on the important recom­ 
mendation of the Postmaster General for the 
establishment of the United Slates postal 
savings depositories. 
Your attention is also 
called to a consideration of the question of 
postal telegraphs and the arguments advanced 
in support thereof, in the hope that you may 
take sucli action in connection therewith as, 
in your judgment, will most contribute to the 
best interests of the country. 


AFFAIRS IN UTAH. 
Aflairs in Utah require your early aud special 
attention. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States, in the case of Clinton vs. Englebrecht, 
decided that the United States Marshal of that 
territory could not lawfully summon jurors for 
the district court, and these courts hold that 
the territorial Marshal caunot lawfully perform 
that duty because he is elected by tlie legisla­ 
tive Assembly and not appointed, as provided 
for in the act organizing tho territory. 
All 
proceedings at law are practically abolished 
by the decisions and there have been few or no 
jury trials since the last session of Congress. 
Property is left without protection by the 
courts and crimes go unpunished. 
To pre­ 
vent anarchy there, it is absolutely necessary 
that Congress provide the courts with some 
mode of obtaiuing jurors, and I recommend 
legislation to that end, and also that the pro­ 
bate courts ot the territory now assuming to 
issue writs of Injunction and habeas corpus 
and to try criminal cases and questions as to 
land titles be denied all jurisdiction not pos­ 
sessed ordinarily by coarts of that description. 


THE BANKRUPTCY LAW. 
I have become impressed with the belief that 
the act approved March 2d, 1872, entitled 
“ An act to establish a uniform system of 


bankruptcy throughout the United States,” is 
productive of more evil tbnn good. 
At ibis 
time many considerations might, be urged f«>r 
its total repeat, bu. if this is not considered 
advisable I think it will not be seriou-ly 
questioned that those portions of said act 
providing for what is called involuntary bank­ 
ruptcy 
operate to Increase tbe financial 
embarrassment of tbe country. 
Careful and 
prudent men very often become involved iu 
debt in the transactions oí their business, and 
though they may possess ample property, if It 
could be made available for that purpose, to 
meet all liabilities, yet, on account or tbe 
extraordinary scarcity of money they may be 
nnable to meet all their pecuniary obligations 
as they become due, In consequence of which 
they are liable to be prostrated in their busi­ 
ness by proceedings In bankruptcy at the In­ 
stance* of unrelenting creditors. 
People are 
now so easily alarmed as to monetary matters 
that the mere filing of a petition in bankrupt­ 
cy by an unfriendly creditorwill unnecessarily 
embarrass and oftentimes accomplish tbe fi­ 
nancial rain of a responsible business man. 
Those who otherwise might make lawful 
and just arrangements to relieve themselves 
from difficulties produced by the preset.t 
stringency in money are prevented by their 
constant exposure to attack and disappoint­ 
ment by proceedings against iliom in bank­ 
ruptcy, and besides the law is made use of in 
many cases by obdurate creditors lo frighten 
or force debtors into a compliance with their 
wish and Into acts of injustice lo other credit­ 
ors and lo themselves. 
I recommend chut so 
much of said act a3 provides for involuuta y 
bankruptcy on accouLt of tbe suspension cf 
payment be repealed. 


WAR CLAIMS. 
Your careful attention is Invited to the 
subject of claims against: tbe government and 
the facilities afforded by existing laws for 
their prosecution. 
Each of the department* 
of Stale, Treasury and War have demands for 
mauy millions of dollars upon their files, anil 
they nro rapidly accumulating. 
To these may 
lie added those now pending before Congress, 
the Court of Claims and the Southern Claims 
Commission, making in the aggregate an im­ 
mense sum. 
Most of these grew out of the 
rebellion and are made by persons on both sides 
for their losses during tlie war, and not a few 
of them are fabricated and supported by false 
testimony. 
Projects arc ou foot, it is believed, to induce 
Congress to provide for this new class of 
claims and to remove old ones through the re­ 
peal or modification of the statule of limitations, 
by whicb they are now barred. 
I presume 
tb se schemes, it proposed, will be received 
with little favor by Congress and I recomim nd 
that (versons having claims against the United 
States cognizable by any tribunal or depart­ 
ment thereof be requested to present them at 
an early day.

Mrs. Siddous' debut as a professional reader 
was made at the Hanover .Square rooms, Lon 
don, In 1868, before a highly refined audience 
Tile testimony of the press ut that lime not 
only added to her brilliant reputation as a lady 
of most versatile genius, but also caused her 
to be eagerly sought after by the leading the 
atrical managers.

This omiuout jurist, whose sad death has 
cast a gloom over the city where he so many 
years resided, was born in tho town of Rens­ 
selaerville, in this county, almost sixty years 
ago. 
He came to Albany when quite young, 
aud formed a law co-partnership with his 
brother George, the firm tieing at that time 
the lea-line lawyers in this city. 
Afterwards 
the firm, tty an addition of a brother-in law. 
was changed to Peckhate A Coats, and later, 
when Mr. Tremain, after being Judge of 
Greene county, removed to this city, the firm 
again changed to Peckham A Tremain. 
In 
1838 he was elected District Attorney of 
Albany county, which offlte he held for three 
years. 
Ho was a member of the Thirty-third 
Congress, 1X52-55. 
In November, 1859, Ie 
was elected a Justice of the Supreme Court, 
and re-elected in November, 1867. 
He was 
on the Supreme Bench, when in November, 
1870, lie was elected to the Court of Appeals. 
He did not take his seat as a roetntier of the 
Court ot Appeals until May, 1871, and in June, 
1871, Judge Loam**! was appointed to fill the 
vacancy In the Supreme Court. 
At one time 
Judge Peckham was a candidate for tho posi­ 
tion of Attorney General, w hen that offlco w as 
filled by the legislature, and was, we believe, 
defeated by John Van Buren by one vote. As 
an advocate bo was one of ths most able in 
the Hate, and was held in the highest esteem 
by the profession. 
As a Judge he added char­ 
acter and dignity to the ermine, and had but 
few equals in a complete knowledge of the 
law. 
Sines last summer tho health of the 
Judge has been affected, and be was advised 
by bls physicians to try a change of air and 
scene. 
H ew asqaite reluctant to leave bis 
duties, particularly at this season of the sear, 
but he was finally prevailed upon to take an 
ocean voyage, and ten days ago departed w ith 
bis estimable wife for France, 
lits death is a 
serious shock not only to the family and per­ 
sonal friends of the distinguished jurist, but to 
the whole community.— Albany Express.

the Ice. 
—The Dutchess PrlntWorks, at Wapplngers 
Falls, resumed operations on Monday morning 
on full time. Tbe pay roll for this month Is 
$31,000. 
—Two meetings were held In Troy on Mon­ 
day evening to devise moans for aiding the 
poor. 
—Nelson H. Tubb, convicted of rape, aud 
Elward Kernan, convicted of burglary in the 
third degree, have been pardoned by the Gov­ 
ernor. 
—There was a general clearing out at ‘.he 
new capitol in Albany on Saturday, a large 
number of men belug discharged. The car­ 
penters have been working on three-quarter 
time since Monday last. There are now em­ 
ployed in and aljout the building but seventy- 
five men. 
—A young loafer insulted one of the female 
performers In a Troy variety show Friday 
night, and the Troy Press says: The gentle 
Annie quietly stepped to the front of the stage 
and kicked out one of the young man’s front 
teeth, amid loud applause. 
—The trustees of the Second M. E, Church 
of Newburgh have determined to dispose of 
their property on Western avenue, and erect 
a new church on some other site, not yet fixed 
upon. One of the members has offered one 
hundred thousand brick for the new edifice. 
—About fifty Italians who have been en­ 
gaged as laborers at the “ White Elephant” 
depot, Athens, during the summer left for New 
York, Friday afternoon, in consequence of the 
closing of business on that road until the 
opening of navigation. 
—An actress in a Troy variety theatre felt 
asleep in the green room, Friday evening, and 
nodded her chignon Into the gaslight. Tbe 
immense mass of inflammable matter at once 
Ignited, and a vast conflagration seemed im­ 
minent, but was happily averted by the pre­ 
sence of mind and an old coat of one of the 
bystanders. 
—On Sunday afternoon Michael Kaugb, a 
flagman on the Hudson River Railroad at the 
drawbridge near Dutchess Junction, was 
drowned iu the creek at that place. It seems 
that Kaugh and a friend were walking over 
the drawbridge, when the former lost his foot­ 
ing and fell into the water. 
He was unable 
to swim and his friend could not get near 
enough to rescue him. Kaugh had no rela­ 
tives residing iu this country. 
—Work at the arsenal iu West Troy is pro­ 
gressing very rapidly. A number of gun car­ 
riages bave arrived from the West, and in 
order to got them in condition for sendee, a 
number of extra men have been employed. 
The eight batteries ordered last week have 
been nearly all shipped to New York. Large 
quantities of ammunition are being manufac­ 
tured, and all the spare men are making In­ 
fantry equipments to supply the place of the 
old equipments.

O B IT U A R Y . 
Rufa* I f . P e c k h n m . 
This eminent jurist, whose sad death has 
cast a gloom over the city where he so many 
years resided, was born in the town of Ren3- 
selaerville, in this county, almost sixty years 
ago. He came to Albany when quite young, 
and formed a law co-partnership with his 
brother George, the firm being at that time 
the leading lawyers in this city. Afterwards 
the firm, by an addition of a brother-in-law. 
was changed to Peckhatn & Coats, and later, 
when Mr. Tremain, áfier being Judge of 
Greene county, removed to this city, the firm 
again changed to Peckhatn & Tremain. In 
1838 he was elected District Attorney of 
Albany county, which office he held for three 
years. He was a momber of the Thirty-third 
Congress, 1852-55. In November, 1859, l.e 
was elected a Justice of the Supreme Court, 
and re-elected In November, 1867. He was 
on the Supreme Bench, when in November, 
1870, he was elected to the Court of Appeals. 
He did not take his seat as a member of the 
Court ol Appeals until May, 1871, and in June, 
1871, Judge Learned was appointed to fill the 
vacancy In the Supreme Court. At one time 
Judge Peckham was a candidate for the posi­ 
tion of Attorney General, when that office was 
filled by the legislature, and was, we believe, 
defeated by John Van Buren by one vote. As 
an advocate ho was one of the most able in 
the state, and was held in the highest esteem 
by the profession. As a Judge he added char­ 
acter and dignity to the ermine, and had but 
few equals in a complete knowledge of the 
law. Since last summer the health of the 
Judge haB been affected, and he was advised 
by bis physicians to try a change of air and 
scene. He was quite reluctant to leave his 
duties, particularly at this season of the vear, 
but he was finally prevailed upon to take an 
ocean voyage, and ten days ago departed with 
his estimable wife for France. His death is a 
serious shock not only to tbe family and per­ 
sonal friends of the distinguished jurist, but to 
the whole community.—Albany Express.

Walter Montgomery, having to open 
the Theatre Royal at Nottingham, arranged 
for her first appearance as Portia in tho “ Mer­ 
chant of Venice.” Her debut was a great suc­ 
cess, and in March, 1868, she appeared in 
Edinburgh, and on the night of her benefit 
was so enthusiastically received she thanked 
her delighted audience in a most graceful im­ 
promptu speech. 
Mrs. Siddons’ debut as a professional reader 
was made at the Hanover Square rooms, Lon­ 
don, in 1868, before a highly refined audience. 
The testimony of the press at that time not 
only added to her brilliant reputation as a lady 
of most versatile genlu3, but also caused her 
to be eagerly sought after by the leading the­ 
atrical mauagers. Her choice fell upon the 
Haymarkef Theatre, where she appeared first 
as Rosalind in “ As You Like It,” and after­ 
wards as Juliet, which ran many weeks and 
attracted immense audiences. The celebrated 
Dr. Doran wrote her: “ I congratulate myself 
on having been in time to see your Juliet. I 
found it exquisite from beginning to end, and 
tremblingly full of passionate tenderness, as 
Shakespeare intended it to be.” The follow­ 
ing year, ’69, she made a short American 
tour, making innumerable friends and ad­ 
mirers wbereWr she appeared. She made her 
second tour in the States last year, reading 
more than one hundred .nights to the most 
cultured people in the country. She returned 
to Europe in June last, and gave a reading at 
Vienna in German. Her appearance before 
Queen Victoria and her successful recitals in 
London have bc-en flashed over land by tele­ 
graph. She returned to America, in October 
to fill a series of two buudred engagements, 
which will continue till July next, and include 
thirty nights in California. 
Mrs. Siddoue has with her a Master Walker, 
only eleven years old, who has won the bronze 
and silver medals of tbe Royal Academy of 
Music. Marvelous things are told of his musi­ 
cal accomplishments with the violin and piano.
